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SAFETY IN THE 


E have before us a publication issued by the 
International Labour Office at Geneva, 
dealing with Safety Provisions for Workers 
in the Building Industry.* It is a sub- 
stantial volume and evidently the result of considerable

‘to all who are concerned in the building industry. 

The first thing which a to the reader is that 
this, in common with all subjects dealing with working 
conditions, is one particularly suited to international 
action, because it is obvious that one of the major 
stumbling blocks to the improvement of working con- 
ditions is the commercial competition between countries 
in which standards of living and working conditions 
vary widely. If international co-operation can be 
secured in agreeing a common standard, there seems no 
limit to the development of a high standard consistent 
with the of civilisation we profess to have 
attained ; but so long as there remain countries where 
there is small consideration for the health and lives of 
the working class population, all those others pay a 
penalty for their consciences, and there is an inevitable 
drag upon progress. eae 

In the case of the building industry, it may at first 
appear that there is not the same need for co-operation 
between nations, because the trade is so much of an 
internal concern, and so little affected by international 
competition. It might then be urged that each 
country is free to develop its own standard without 
affecting the exchange as between one country and 
another. But this point of view evidently ignores the 
effect which the building trade has on other industries, 
upon which it has become an important influence. The 

ildi e is a big item in the budget of any 
industrial concern, and the proper housing of its workers 
at an economic rent must also enter into the general 
wage level of the workers. 

It follows that so long as the building trade of a country 
has to carry an additional burden as compared with 
that of other countries, that charge must fall upon 
industry at large, which in turn must be handicapped 
by any conditions of expense which are not generally 
shared throughout competing countries the world over. 
Thus we arrive at the conclusion that measures of 
safety for workers in the building industry in this 
country, which must form a charge on the building 
industry, must also be agreed between other countries if 
we are to compete with them on level terms in the 
e ing trades. 

uch a conclusion having been arrived at, a study of 
this publication is of greater interest, and far more than 
of the purely academic concern that the more insular of 


our countrymen may be inclined to imagine it. The. 


work is divided into a number of parts, which follow one 
another logically. Part I deals with the causes of 
accidents, and gives statistics prepared from various 
countries. Part II contains a survey of the legislation 
in various countries governing scaffolding and hoisting 
apparatus on bui under construction, and con- 
tains full and adequate extracts from the laws concerned. 
Part III covers inspection as practised in various 
countries, while a further part deals with the — 
of employers’ and workers’ organisations in promoting 
safety measures. The final section deals with the con- 
clusions reached by the Labour Conference as to the 
need for an international code, and gives a draft model 
code suitable for this purpose. 
So far as accident statistics are concerned, this 
country shows a comparatively favourable record as 





a International : Industry, with 
Geneys, 1986, Safety Proviaions for Workers in the Building Indu 
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compared with others, but, the figures are sufficiently 
high to show that there is still room for ample improve- 
ment - this matter. The figures in Germany, for 
example, are amazingly high, representing about one 
accident in ten danas: of these, in ania with most 
other countries, falls from scaffolding represent the 
highest proportion. 

So far as legislation is concerned, this country seems 
fairly adequately equipped, though there are other 
countries where the regulations are considerably more 
complicated and verbose. Comparing one with 
another, there seems no evidence that there is any 
relationship between the stringency of the 
and immunity from accidents, and it must be obviously 
a large part of the problem that regulations are framed 
so as to be practically observable, and that their com- 
arr should not create a fool’s paradise of imagined 
safety. 

The problem of inspection is perhaps even more 
important than that of the actual regulations, provided 
the inspection is carried out by reasonable and ex- 
perienced men who know both the dangers and the 
difficulties. In this country we are fortunate in pro- 
ducing the right type of man for this purpose. 

Most important of all is the voluntary work of co- 
operation between masters and men, who must realise 
that this quest for safety is a common interest. The 
civil law places a heavy responsibility upon the employer 
in such matters, quite a from more human con- 
siderations, and safety of person must be a first con- 
sideration with the individual worker, despite all 
legislation dealing with compensation. 

So far as an international code is concerned, we feel 
that, despite its acknowledged need, there is a grave 
danger of a too rigid code being framed, whereby the 
industry may be hampered, without producing the 
measure of safety aimed at. The aim must be to 
duce a code which is sufficiently flexible to fit in with 
differing circumstances and manners of working, and 
yet sufficiently precise as to have the desired result of 
abolishing unjustifiable risks. We believe that the 
main solution of the problem is a personal one, in which 
the mental alertness of the worker, as well as the under- 
standing of the employer, is of prime importance. In 
this respect it may be found that workers of one 
and training show themselves to be more immune than 
another, although both may be provided with the same 
mechanical means of protection. Considerations of 
personal imagination and experience enter into the 
question, which is of considerable complexity. ‘Those 
who have seen the results of carelessness, which 
is the chief cause of accidents, are less likely to 
take foolhardy risks or tolerate da conditions 
than those who have not seen these things ha On 
the other hand, those whose imaginations have been 
trained to foresee danger before they have experienced 
it, are more likely to be careful than those who have not 
had the right mental training. 

The problem is therefore related to that of education 
generally, not only in a i 
principles of “ Safety First,” but in a general training of 
the mind to be alert to possible dangers, which is a 
help to the growth of the natural faculties. We believe 
that this side of the problem must loom i 
consideration of safe working conditions, and that the 
general scheme of popular education is tending natur- 
ally towards a mental training which is not always 
applied knowledge. 

This question of safe working conditions must con- 
tinue to receive an increasing amount of attention from 
all parties concerned and from the citizen at lange.

Sg A CORRESPONDENT who 
e sends us the accompany- 
ao ing photographs writes as 
Yugo-Slavia follows:—“The Racitch 
Mausoleum is usually re- 

garded as the summit of the art of 
Mestrovitch. He was both architect 
and sculptor. The Mausoleum, where 
are buried the last four members of 
the Racitch family, stands on an 
almost island promontory at Cavtat, 
on the Yugo-Slavian coast. It is of 
white crystalline marble from a neigh- 
bouring island—material practically 
unused since Roman times. The 
building was certainly inspired by 
Hellenic archaism, but it is extremely 
personal and shows in its design 
and decoration all Mestrovitch’s many 
styles working towards one end. The 
form is an octagon, with one principal 
and two secondary chapels projecting 
and buttressing the walls. The interior. 
is lighted from the cupola and from 
two small windows in each chapel. 
The main chapel contains an altar 


.and much sculpture. The side chapels 


contain each one statue and two very 
low reliefs (on side walls) of two 
members of the Racitch family buried 


sources, but his personality is so strong 
that no question of his ‘ ing * ever 
arises. Archaic Greek and Byzantine 
art have most influenced him, for he 
is Balkan to the core and abjures 
all work of the Renaissance. His 
style is strangely un-uniform. Some- 
times it is formal, sometimes ‘ for- 
mally realist,’ never purely realistic, 
He is perhaps the only great modern 
artist who owes nothing to prevailing 
tendencies in art. He is intensely 
patriotic. When in 1929 the 24-ft. 
bronze statue that he made of Bishop 
Gregory of Nin was erected, he had it 
placed immediately before the por- 
tico of the Palace of Diocletian 
(the Roman Emperor) at Split, as a 
reminder to Italy that Slavic art 
could hold its own against Latin. 
The placing is inarily effective. 
The town of Spalato is built actually 
in the ruins of this Diocletian palace, 
and columns, arcades, etc., can be 
traced in the facades of many modern 
houses.”

Silencing Road Drills.

“Toe Wuu0ws ”’ Estate. 

Dean Mr. Purcuase,—This disapproval of 
my elevations is quite intolerable, for I know 
it to be quite unjustified. The Council has no 
right to operate this clause of the Act with- 
out technical and informed advice, and it was 
obviously never intended that a number of 
unqualified people on a committee should be 
arbiters of taste. We architects are, on the 
contrary, in full sympathy with a proper 
administration of this part of the Act. 

I have seen the Town Planning Officer and 
listened to the suggestions whereby he thought 
the elevations would be approved, if you 
please. The Committee thought the eleva- 
tions were ‘‘ bald and ugly,’’ especially on the 
north sides.. He suggested tacking on gables, 
and putting extra windows. I told him quite 
plainly that he was talking nonsense, and 
that if these elevations are not forthwith 
approved, without alteration, you would, I 
felt sure, follow my advice to appeal forth- 
with to a Court of Summary Jurisdiction 
under Section 12 (1) of the Act, or to any 
competent tribunal that may have been set 
up under the Act. I pointed out that we 


could produce a score of qualified architects 
t© support our appeal, and that I had no 
doubt we could get the full weight of the 
R.LB.A. behind us in the matter ; whereas no 
competent architect could appear on the Coun- 
cil’s side. 

T am afraid I carried Sw. i 
feet, for he became sienet ahiek ack aoe 
the onus entirely upon his ittee, who 
thought, so he said, that the lainness of my 
design was for economy, and that I shuld be 
glad to have official weight behind me to 
make you spend a little more on “ decora- 
tion > (sic). 

I advise you to proceed with the al, 
remembering that the appeal must ‘asia as 
a ground, ‘‘ that compliance with the decision 
would involve an increase in cost of the build. 
ing which would be unreasonable having 
regard to the character of the locality and of 
the neighbouring buildings.”’ 

In the meantime, out of self-respect, I am 
writing a strong protest to the Council. 
Truly, we are having a troublesome time.

Dear Stm;—I have been notified by the 
appropriate officer that certain elevations 
deposited by me have been disapproved. I 
am not aware of the advice under which the 
Council has acted in this matter, but I can 
assure you that unless trained and competent 
advice is sought in the administration of this 
section of the Act, any appeal against a 
decision of the Council in such matters will 
succeed if supported by a qualified architect. 

I write, not so much to urge that the 
Council’s decision should be reversed in the 
case in which I am now interested, as on 
general principles; since I am convinced that 
a number of unjustified decisions would so 
bring this valuable part of the Act into dis- 
repute as to destroy its usefulness for all time 
~—an outcome which I, personally, in common 
with all who value the amenities of this 
beautiful old town and district, would deeply 
deplore. 

I would urge upon the Council the necessity 
for acting only upon properly trained advice, 
which is freely offered by the local Allied 
Society of Architects in the form of Voluntary 
Advisory Panels of Architects. 

Under such advice the responsibility of 
making decisions in difficult matters of taste, 
frequently a distasteful duty in a small town 
such as this, is reinforced with opinion

I submit, Sir, that standardisation of plan 
has arrived; we see it in the monotonous rows 
of speculative houses. Nevertheless, a repeti- 
tion plan carefully designed and grouped 
under architectural control, can be just as 
economical without being monotonous, as 
witness the following example :

All these can be reversed front to back;

Positions (A) and (C) can form the 
middle house in corner groups of three, or 
the corner houses in quadrangular group-

I think the above is sufficient to show that 
standardisation of plan need not necessarily 
lead to monotony and that it will leave the 
individual a wide field for skill and dis- 
crimination in planning for any particular site. 

The question of elevation must, it seems 
to me, partly upon the material at 
hand—quality, colour and texture would 
necessarily vary from place to place—but 
mainly within a single echeme upon variety 
in outline. The following diagrams indicaic, 
perhaps, the simplest arrangement for a 
group of four; it is interesting to note that 
the number of hips and valleys is precisely 
the same in each case :-—

was the “ Battle of the Styles” of last 
century; it is something far more dangerous 
and insidious, and threatens to overflow into 
social manners widely detached from the 
subject of architecture. 

I do not suggest for one moment that the 
movement is dishonest, thongh there is 
attached to it what may seem to be much 
self-advertisement and incompetence. But to 
all movements, good and bad, there will be 
this element u the fringe, and the tradi- 
tional school is not by any means exempt 
from these influences. I would only remark 
that insincerity and incompetence appear to 
thrive more easily in the garb of the 
Modernist than in traditional dress—a fact 
which I attribute to the little real scholar- 
ship which is necessary to practise in this 
manner of design. The artist is an inspired 

, and he will not fail to infuse art 
into any manner of expression. The artist 
who is also a student, and able to add to his 
inspiration the experience of his studies, is 
a still more powerful force. It is the first 
type who can practise the Modernistic style ; 
and it is this type that can be imitated with 
a fair superficial success by those who have 
no inspiration and no real love for their work.

The word ‘‘ composition "’ covers this 
process fairly successfully. Now 1t is obvious 
that whereas a building arising out of a 
purely practical approach to design may have 
a fine and inspiring form without deliberate 
artistic attempt on the part of the designer, 
this element appears only in rare cases, and 
then when the effort of construction itself is 
of a grand and inspiring nature, such as a 
great bridge or viaduct. To apply this saving

It is here that words fail us, 
and our silence 7s to outfiace us. We, 
as well as the Modernists, know perfectly well 
what Tradition is. It is social habit, 
and familiar habit. It is as important 
to the art of building as is the lish 
language 10 intercourse between English- 
men, whi is not hindered by the 
fact that words in common use are derived 
from Roman or Danish or Saxon periods. To 
those who value pure language and its wealth 
of meaning these derivations enrich the lan- 
guage, as the familiar motives of historical 
architecture enrich contemporary design. The 
man in the street could not define Tradition, 
as applied to architecture, but he has a very 
clear idea of the quality in his mind. He 
knows what is “ queer" and unfamiliar, and 
dislikes these qualities, taken neat, most 
intensely. That is why we see local councils 
rejecting the elevations of white boxes for 
siting in a county where the social habit 
makes them incongruous. 

Actually, the Modernist knows very well 
that Traditional design calls forth at least as 
great an artistic effort as Modernistic, and 
that the Traditionalist copies from the history 
book far less literally than does he from the 
very recent history of which le Corbusier 
and Mendelsohn are leading figures. 

{ urge, therefore, that a halt should be 
called upon the trivial handling of architec- 
ture which the young men are adopting 30 
eagerly. Let us take care that we do not 
lose an entire generation of architectural 
students, and that it be left to a future 
generation to dig back painfully into the past 
to discover architecture where it was last 
honestly practised.

LONDON STREET IMPROVE- 
MENTS 


Proposats for effecting important London 
street improvements, involving a total ex- 
penditure in the neighbourhood of £4,000,000. 
were submitted by the Highways Committee 
at Tuesday’s meeting of the London County 
Council, and approved, as follows :-— 


Widening of High-street, Notting Hill. 

The Committee recommended the Council 
to promote legislation in the forthcoming 
session of Parliament to secure powers to 
carry out the widening of High-street, Not- 
ting Hill, to a width of 85 ft. between 26, 
Kensington-gardens and Ladbroke-terrace. 
The scheme also includes widenings of the 
south end of Pembridge-road to about 70 ft. 
and the northern end of Church-street to 
65 ft. 

An important factor in the consideration of 
any widening at this point has been the 
existence of two railway stations nearly 
opposite to each other, Notting Hill on the 
Central London Railway on the north side of 
the road, and Notting Hill Gate (Metropoli- 
tan Line) on the south side. bject to 
satisfactory arrangements with the London 
Passenger Transport Board with regard to 
the financial considerations involved, it is 
proposed that the scheme for which powers 
are now sought shall include the substitution 
of @ new interchange station with pedestrian 
subways and escalators in place of these two 
stations and that subways for the use of th: 
general public shall be provided. The cost 
of the scheme is estimated at £1,230,000, in- 
cluding that of rehousing the le who wili 
be displaced. The Minister of Transport i 
prepared to make a grant in respect of the 
scheme at the rate of 60 per cent. of the ne’ 
cost instead of the normal 50 per cent.

Western-avenue Extension. 

The Council agreed that powers of com- 
pulsory purchase be sought from Parlia- 
ment to enable the part of Western-avenue 
to be constructed between Edgware-road at 
its junction with Harrow-road and Maryle- 
bone-road. The extension of Western-avenue 
eastward to link up with Marylebone-road 
has been discussed for several years, and 
although the route of the’ section from 
Latimer-road to Edgware-road is still being 
considered by the Minister of Transport, 
it has been agreed that it should enter 
Edgware-road where it joins Harrow-road. 
The new street now proposed, which will 
extend hMarsichinecied westward to Edg- 
ware-road, will cost about £877,000 less the 
cost of any surplus land, and will form an 
important link in a new west-to-east route of 
first-class importance. 

Another portion of Western-avenue dealt 
with by the Committee is that between 
Wood-lane, Hammersmith, where Western- 
avenue at present ends, and Latimer-road. 
The formation of a road between these points

was mapmeies by the Hammersmith Borough 
Council as long ago as 1901 as a desirable 
umprovement. The scheme now proposed 
provides for the construction of a 100-ft. road 
narrowing to 70 ft., where the new road will 
cross the Great Western Railway by two 
bridges. For the present the carriageway 
will be 45 ft. wide, and on this basis the 
work will cost approximately £80,000. The 
carriageway could later be widened to 75 ft. 
for a further expenditure of £3,250. In this 
ease, too, the Minister of Transport has 
offered a 60 per cent., instead of the usual 
50 per cent., grant from the Road Fund, 
while the Hammersmith and Kensington 
Borough Councils have each agreed to con- 
tribute £5,500. The construction of this sec- 
tion of the arterial road will add greatly to 
the traffic value of the part of Western- 
avenue already constructed.

The Council also gave approval to an 
estimate of £1,377,000 in respect of the 
Cromwell-road extension so far as it falls

Structural Changes at 10, Downing-street. 

Structural changes to No. 10, Downing- 
street are to be carried out during the recess. 
The work will cost £2,350. Provision is made 
for a waiting-room and further rooms for the 
staff. The facade of No. 10 is to-bé extended 
by 20 ft. towards Whitehall, and up io the 
existing building line of the Treasury passage, 
the garden in which is to be preserved.

with rockeries, and the site is fringed with 
trees. It is bounded on the east by a per- 
manently council space now used as 
playi “helds and on the west by Surrenden- 
cons two-track residential thoroughfare. 
On the north side a drive leads to the head- 
master’s house, which is also used as an 
isolation ward for sick children. All clerical 
work is performed in this building, which 
does not form part of the new bui ings. 

The plan represents a new departure from 
traditional school buildings. All the class- 
rooms are treated as projecting wings fronted 
with glass and orientated to trap the sun- 
light. On the west, low corridors allow 
cleres lighting and secure cross ventila- 
tion. ese corridors also are used as cloak- 
rooms and are lined with steel lockers, thus 
ensuring decentralisation in a department 
often crowded out by a large influx of 
children. 

The main block contains on the centre 
axis the entrance hall, with a cantilevered 
concrete spiral staircase. On either side on 
the ground floor are placed the dining-room 
and kitchens and the various recreation- 
rooms. Over, on the first floor, the dormi- 
tories oversail the building below, forming 
a continuous covered loggia. Access to the 
entrance hall is ria this loggia, under cover. 
The assembly hall is to the north, on the 
main axis, and serves the dual function of 
hall and gymnasium. This room is provided 
with a stage at one end and with changing 
rooms for the gymnasium and playing fields 
at the other end. The lower floor houses the 
boiler-room, staff dining-room and laundry. 
Groups of lavatories and w.c.s are positioned 
at the head of each classroom unit. 

A future classroom wing at the centre has 
been omitted for the moment, and will be 
built later when funds permit. The main 
access corridor rums east to west and is 2 ft. 
lower than the rooms adjoining, thus forming 
clerestory lights along the whole length of 
the building facing south and ensuring cross 
ventilation to every department. 

The building is mainly of ferro-concrete. 
with monolithic walls, these being reinforced 
to carry not only their own weight but also 
the floor slab which is siung across a 
“spine? beam. Tihe stanchicns are, in 
effect, thin wall sections 2 ft. wide between 
the windows, which are 21 ft. across. The 
floors themselves are the usual hollow tile 
type. The assembly hall is roofed with dove- 
tail steel sheeting with 3} in. screeding over, 
and carried by 2 ft. deep welded steel trusses 
in agg only 17]b. per ft. run. These are 

of top and bottom T-angles coupled by 
means of a 1 in. diameter steel rod bent and 
welded at the points of contact. 

Insulation is effected by means of “ Celo- 
tex ’’ sheeting nailed to wood blocks on the 
underside of the steel sheeting. The weight 
of this roof complete with insulation is only 
25 lb. per sq. ft., and represents economy in 
construction. The classroom roofs are simi- 
larly constructed, but are carried on standard 
H-steel joists, The ends of the main hall 
trusses are supported on box stanchions 
composed of two L-irons seam-welded at 
edges. These stanchions also form mullions 
to the window which occupies the 
whole of the north wall. The drainage and 
rainwater system has been cast in the thick- 
ness of the piers, and there is not a single 
unsightly pipe exposed. The main staircase 


* 
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is a spiral with 4 ft. cantilevered~ flights 
carried on a central shaft. 

The building is heated by means of low- 
pressure hot water, the boiler —— fitted 
with a semi-automatic — feed. The 
radiators themselves are of d steel 
type, which are h:gienic and very flat 
against the walls. the classrooms, how- 
ever, are heated pF gue floor coils, cast. in 
the floor slab. is ensures heat comfort 
conditions whatever the air temperature may 
be, so that the windows may kept wide 
open even in very cold weather. 

Cooking is by means of slow combustion 
“* Aga’ cookers, the flues of which di 
into the main boiler flue. The building is 
provided with a water softening plant and 
electric refrigerators. For artifici lighting, 
simple but effective reflectors are provided in 
the classrooms. Other rooms are fitted with 
ball ceiling fixtures. 


The cost of the building-has not yet been 
definitely ascertained, but will not exceed 
£16,000, or 10jd. per cubic ft. 

The designers for the whole of the ferro- 
concrete work were the Helical Bar and 
Engineering Co., Lid. The steelwork con- 
sultants were Messrs. Helsby, Hamann and 
Samuely. The neral contractors were 
Messrs. Rice and Son, Ltd.

A New Village at Boverton, Glam. 

The Welsh Land Settlement Society re- 
cently uired an estate of 650 acres in the 
Vale of Glamorgan for land settlement pur- 
poses. It is beautifully situated, and has the 
ruins of an old castle and two large farm- 
houses, and the land extends from the exist- 
ing village of Boverton to the sea coast. 
Some 70 families, who have been very care- 
fully selected, are being moved there from 
the mining valleys. The new village, com- 
prising 60 cottages, is now in course of erec- 
tion, and the first houses will probably be 
ready for occupation early in August. 

Tne wrol- estate in this case is being 
farmed collectively for intensive culture 
(vegetables, fruit, etc.), instead of being 
split up mio a number of small-holdings, 
which has been the practice elsewhere. The 
Society, therefore, decided that the best ex- 
pression of the co-operative — now in 
operation would be to up all the new 
cottages round a large vi ee to form 
a new community centre. is is within a 
short distance of the existing village of 
Boverton, with its shops, school, church, etc., 
so that these facilities need not be provided 
afresh. 

The lay-out is on open lines, and the cot- 
tages are built in pairs. Large gardens are 
not required, as the tenants will obtain their 
vegetables from the farm. In the design of 
the cottages the local Glamor traditions 
have been observed. The walls are cavity 
brickwork covered with roughcast, colour- 
washed in various shades to give bright 
effects. The roofs are covered with sand- 
faced concrete tiles of pleasant grey stone 
colour, which also harmonise with the old 
stone slates of the locality. Materials manu- 
factured in South Wales have been largely 
used, and local labour employed throughov'.

Only small houses are taken into account; 
houses rated at more than £35 are ignored, 
because they are rarely occupied by even the 
best-to-do of the wage-earners, and so have no 
appreciable effect on the real housing problem, 
which is how to provide the worst-housed 
of the rer classes with decent homes at 
rents which they can afford. 


State-aided Municipal Enterprise. 

In the six months to March 31, 1936, 3,011 
subsidised municipal dwellings were completed 
in Greater London, and the post-war total 
of such houses was thereby brought up to 
127,028 (38,874 within London County and 
88,154 outside). These 3,011 houses were 
contributed by only 44 of the 104 local 
authorities of Greater London. 

The local authorities’ latest returns still 
show up that striking contrast between Inner 
and Outer London in the recent development 
of the housing campaign, which was com- 
mented on in the last review (The Builder, 
February 7, 1936). There was a continuous 
increase in municipal ontput in London 
County, but a continuous decrease in the rest 
of Greater London. In London County the 
output was 2,654 dwellings in 1933-4, 2,811 
in 1934-5, and 3,670 in 1935-6; in Onter 
London it was 4,967 in 1933-4, 2,224 in 1934-5, 
and 1,192 in 1935-6. The difference is attri- 
butable to the energy of the L.C.C. in slum- 
clearance and to the fact that there is less 
scope for that operation outside the County 
than in the overcrowded centre. 


Progress under the 1935 Housing Act. 

The great feature ef the last half-year’s 
campaign was the overcrowding survey which, 
in spite of the very low standard of accom- 
modation prescri by the 1935 Act as the 
minimum below which overcrowding is to be 
punishable, disclosed 70,953 families, repre- 
senting 9 per cent. of the London County 
population, as “‘overcrowded.’’ In the worst 
boroughs the corresponding percentages were 
23.6 in Shoreditch, 21.7 in Bethnal Green, 
20.5 in Finsbury, 19.7 in Stepney, 17.8 in 
Bermondsey, and 16.8 in Poplar. In Outer 
Tondon the worst overcrowding was found 
just outside the county border. 

Before the end of the half-year under 
review, conferences hetween the L.C.C. and 
the metropolitan boroughs had been started 
with a view to provision of new houses for 
akatement of this overcrowding, and the only 
dwellings allotted for this purpose in the whole 
egg had been completed by the L.C.C., 
viz., 18 in Wandsworth. 


Progress under the 1930 Housing Act. 
The rest of the 3,011 subsidised municipal 
dwellings completed in the last half-year were 
used for rehousing families displaced in 
clearance-schemes. Quantitatively they leave 
the general pool of dwellings unaff , since 


they merely take the of as many dwell- 
lies peter Bo in the slum-clearance cam- 


paign; qualitatively they represent a great 
op apa t. The L.C.C.’s contribution, 
2,035 dwellings, shows how rapidly their shum- 
clearance schemes are now being pushed on. 
It includes 1,955 under the 1930 Act, mostly 
flats in Central London, which is more than 
80 per cent. of the whole of their output under 
that Act in the previous five years since the 
Act was passed. No fewer than 13 new 
estates were opened, mostly in the East End. 
The <8 of these were in Poplar, 190 dwell- 
ings; Deptford, 180; and Shoreditch, 105; 
and large additions were made to estates 
already opened e.g., East Dulwich, 237 dwell- 
ings; Clapham Park, 274; and Lambeth, 231. 

The only other municipal contributions of 
over 50 dwellings were 277 flats erected in the 
Bermondsey borough council’s fine scheme, 
which now runs to 1,590 completed flats, and 
70 cottages in Tottenham and 56 in Hendon. 
_Additions to the clearance programme fell 
little short of the unusually a additions 
in the previous half-year. There were 134 
newly declared areas, containing 2,633 houses 
and ‘bringing the total of declared areas up 
to 814, containing 16,225 houses, just under 
half of which are on the L.C.C. programme 
and 80 per cent. within the county. There are 
now only four of the 28 metropolitan 
boroughs, but still 40 of the 74 outer London 
authorities who have not yet declared any 
areas as clearance-areas. 

Actual progress in situ is measured by the 
great advance in the number of houses de- 
molished since the initiation of the slum 
campaign 54 years ago. from 4,859 at the 
beginning of the half-year to 8,025 at the 
end, Over 80 per cent. of the 3,166 newly 
demolished houses were in London County, 
including over 60 per cent. in L.C.C. schemes. 
Including individual houses demolished out- 
side schemes, the total number of houses 
demolished under the 1930 Act in the 5} 
years was 9,478, while that of the houses pro- 
vided for the rehousing of the displaced iwas 
9,979. The large difference is accounted for 
by the fact that many of the old “‘ houses ” 
were just apartments in large buildings. No 
building could be demolished till all the 
families in it had been rehoused; but it is 
seldom practicable to rehouse all the families 
simultaneously ; so some ‘‘ houses ’’ had to be 
kept vacant a long time, and rehousing neces- 
sarily outstripped demolition. 


State-aided Private Enterprise. 

The output of State-aided private enterprise 
in the half-year under review amounted to 
only 129, 24 in Poplar and 105 in Lambeth, 
bringing the total output under the 1930 Act 
up to dwellings. e Society for Improv- 
ing the Condition of the Labouring Classes are 
much to be congratulated on the fine blocks 
of 105 flats newly added to their estate and 
used for rehousing slum-dwellers in co-opera- 
tion with the L.C.C. 


Small Houses Built Without State Assistance. 

The total post-war ontput of unsubsidised 
dwellings had by March 31, 1936, reached 
419,720, i.e., nearly 71 per cent. of the total 
of subsidised and unsubsidised—592,770. The 
output of the last half-year, 29,775 was over 
90 per cent. of the total of subsidised and 
unsubsidised, but nearly 5,000 fewer than the 
record half-year’s output, viz., the 34,709 
unsubsidised houses of the half-year to 
March 31, 19365. 

Among the new unsubsidised houses were 
1,736 built by local authorities - by the 
L.C.C.), including 351 in ang aang 
corresponding figures in the precedi . 
year were 1,527 (899 by the 'C.C.), inelud- 
ing 377 in London County. It is to be hoped 
that this improvement in output will continue 
and become more widespread; for, until

The lar, were in Woolwich 
and 279 in Lewi Of these ali but 21 
in Woolwich.and 48 in Lewisham were occu- 
pied by their owners. The whole of the next 
largest batches, viz., 214 in St. Marylehone 
and 208 in St. Pancras, were let by their 
owners, but were of next to no use for the 
poorer classes; for they consisted mainly of 
small dwellings, even one-roomers, ™m siddie- 
class flats; and it is unlikely that many of 
these were let at less than 12s. 6d. per week. 
It may be safely concluded that the efforts 
of unaided private enterprise had no appre- 
ciable effect on the real housing problem in 
central London, since houses vacated there 
by well-to-do tenants moving to new homes 
become decontrolled and are rarely relet at 
rents which slum-dwellers can afford. 


London Compared with Birmingham, Liver- 
pool and Manchester. 

In the present state of the house-market, 
with but little reduction as yet effected in 
the huge post-war shortage of dwellings 
available in London for letting to the poorer 
classes at rents which they can afford, those 
classes must for years to come depend for 
extension of the pool of such dwellings not 
on private enterprise but on their local 
authorities. The figures given in this series 
of reviews serve to indicate that there has 
always been a far larger share of the pool 
of post-war houses available for the relief of 
the poorer classes from bad housing in the 
northern cities than in London. On March 31, 
1936, the percentage that municipal houses 
bore to total post-war houses was in Bir- 
mingham 61, in Liverpool $7, and in 
Manchester 64, but in Greater London oniy 
93. It is to be hoped that this fact may 
induce the London authorities to undertake 
a far larger annual addition to the pool of 
municipal houses, even without subsidy, 
than has been customary in recent years. The 
recent overcrowding survey has disclosed 
facts which call for energetic municipal 
action in London as urgently as in Liverpool, 
and far more urgently than in Birmingham 
and Manchester; for the work. to be done in 
relief of overcrowding is far heavier in the 
former than in the latter two towns in pro- 
portion to the working-class population. In 
London 7 per cent. of the families surveyed 
were found overcrowded: in Liverpool the 
percentage was 7.4; in Birmingham it was 
3.7, and in Manchester it was 2.1. 


Cost of Construction. 

The rise in wages in the building trade as 
from January last tended to raise cost of 
construction; but there was not so umuch 
difference as usual from place to place in the 
average constructional cost per family st 
which the local authorities did their re- 
housing.

The Court of Appeal held this find- 
ing to be wrong in these circumstances as 
regards the amount of commission, and 
ordered a new trial. This, however, did not 
determine the case, as the Court of Appca! 
then had to consider whether in the circum- 
stances the respondents were entitled to any- 
thing less than the whole commission by way 
of quantum meruit. 

Lord Justice Greer, on the authority ot 
cases cited in Trollope and Sons ». Martyn 
Brothers, held that a term ought to be implied 
in the contract between the instructing prin- 
cipal and an agent employed to obtain a 
purchaser, that the principle is not at liberty 
to — the commission from being earned, 
and that such prevenfion will give rise to a 
right of action for damages of the agency con- 
tract, even though there are still many terms 
of the contract between vendor and purchaser 
to be agreed to before the commission as such 
would become due to the agent. 

He then proceeded to say, as reported, that 
in order to succeed in recovering anything 
more than nominal damages, the ents

The simple ground upon which 
the order was quashed was that the Minister 
can only consider the circumstances as they 
exist as between the date of the local inquiry 
and the time of his confirmation of the 
order, and in this case, as all the houses had 
then been demolished, there was no scope 
for the operation of the order. 

Much was made in argument of the fact 
that in this case the order covered other 
property than that of the respondent, and 
that under Section 3 certain land outside the 
area to be cleared had to be acquired, and 
it was pointed out that now wider powers 
were conferred on the local authority than 
was the case under the Act of 1925. when the 
case, Minister of Health ex parte Davis, was 
decided (1929, 1, K.B. 619; The Builder, 
January 18, 1929), and particular reliance 
was placed upon the words in the Second 
Schedule paragraph (5): ‘‘If the Minister 
is of opinion that any land included by the 
local authority in a clearance area ought not 
to have been so included, he shall, in con- 
firming the order, so modify it as to exclude 
that from the clearance area’; but 
the Court found it impossible, having regard 
to its whole context, to read that paragraph 
as extending the power of the Minister so as 
to enable him, by modification of the order 
and excluding a part of it, to confer power 
on the authority to purchase, under Section 3, 
land as to which the authority themselves 
had not sought that power; and the object 
of the ph must be to enable the 
pape though excluding JB saigiarg ae from 
the compulsory purchase order as being part 
of a clearance area, yet to let the order 
ceed under Section 3 as applying to land 
surrounding or adjoining the clearance order. 
Leave to appeal to the House of Lords was 
granted on terms.

WORKERS’ CONFERENCE: 


Tue twelfth National Delegates’ Confer- 
ence of the Union of Building 
Trade Workers of Great Britain and Ireland 
was held at Tuesday, 
July 28, to Friday (to-day). Mr. Luke 
Faweett, in the course o his presidential 


strengthen the position. Not that they were 
satiated. They felt that they were piting 
what present circumstances, and the pre- 
sent relation of forces in the building in- 
dustry, enabled them to obtain. They felt 
that it was wise, under the conditions and 
in the light of their experience of booms 
and slumps in the industry, to effect the 
national agreement which ratified the wages 
position until 1940. There might occur 
periods in which the advantage seemed to be 
with the employers. Some members might 
think they were not taking the fullest 
advantage of the present boom in building 
to press for still higher wages. They should 
bear in mind that theirs was a very unstable 
industry. It was subject to so much change ; 
it was in such a restless, fluid condition; it 
was affected by so ig, Songer industrial, 
financial and_ political. 0 could tell what 
the morrow would bring? They were con- 
vinced that the stability of a durable agree- 
ment was to their ultimate advantage. 
There was a question, however, which bore 


intimate relation to the wages ition, 
which they were determined should dealt 
with without further delay. That was the 


question of time lost through no fault of the 
workman. 

Referring to the changing character of the 
building industry, the speaker said that 
year after year, at those conferences, atten- 
tion had been called to the new machines, 
new labour-saving devices, new kinds of 
building materials, and new methods of work 
that had been and were being introduced into 
the building industry. The industry was not 
what it was even ten years ago in many 
respects. It was largely a different industry. 
Mechanical navvies, mortar mixers, tubular 
and ratchet scaffolding, pneumatic hammers 
and drills, new saw frames and carborundum 
wheels for stone-cutting, electric hoists and 
cranes, paint sprayers, etc. ; breeze slabs, arti- 
ficial stone, steel and concrete; the time and 
progress schedule: all such inventions and 
innovations had contributed towards making 
building work different from what it was. 
The consequences of this change were being 
felt amongst the workers in all departments 
of the industry, and most keenly by those in 
the crafts and trades: bricklayers, walling 
masons, etc.. and the labourers attendant 
upon them. The processes of the change had 
limited the range of work, Many jobs that 
were hitherto done by bricklayers were now 
being claimed by workers in other trades, 
especially jobs inside the building, under 
cover. More and more their members had 
been relegated to outside work, subject to all 
the inclemencies of the weather. e work 
that could be carried on during wet or frosty 
weather, or when it was f , was becoming 
the preserve of other categories of building 
operatives. The result of this was that not 
merely were their members subject to the 
hardships and physical discomforts of outside 
work—such, for instance, as having to work 
in damp clothes or in the teeth of a gale—but 
they were compelled to endure more frequent 
spells of unemployment. They were ‘‘ stood 
off ’’ more often; they lost time more often. 
While getting the usual craftsmen’s hourly 
rate of wages, they actually received a con- 
siderably lower average wage. 

That was an unendurable position, and 
they were resolved that it should no longer 
be tolerated. They insisted that an end be 

at to this hardship. and handi at once. 
The remedy must be found, e basic 
remedy, of course, would be found if all 
building workers were gu regular 
employment, no matter the weather or other 
conditions. That would be only getting what 
civil servants, municipal employees, railway

men and many other classes of workers in 
both public and private employ normally 
had. Failing that rantee, they would 
prefer that 'y be found in a scheme 
of pa for lost time. They had main- 
tained a continuous agitation to secure the 
establishment of such a scheme, but hitherto 


Some scheme of a 
suitable character must be put inte opera- 
tion, or some other method of dealing with 
lost time must be ado uch as the Dif- 
ferential Rate. The privations and sufferings 
of last winter must never be repeated.

SALE OF PLANT 


A CONTRACT SUBJECT TO DEFERRED 
PAYMENTS. 


Wuenre there is on premises cumbrous and 
valuable plant which is a chattel and not a 
fixture, and those premises change hands, it 
is not unnd | that the vendors of the pre- 
mises and t purchasers may seek to come 
to some agreement as to the disposition of 
such plant, but the recent case, Jn re Anchor 
Line (Henderson Brothers), Lid. (Weekly 
Notes, July 18) shows that care must be taken 
in framing the terms of any contract under 
which it is desired to provide for deferred 
payment. The Ocean Steamship Company had 
occupied a berth in a basin at Glasgow, where 
they had a 30-ton electric coaling crane, but 
in July, 1931, they left that berth, and at 
some later date it was taken over by the 
Anchor Line Company. The agents for the 
Anchor Company had made a suggestion that 
they might take over the crane on a rental 
basis with option of purchase, but the Ocean 
Company made a counter-suggestion that pre- 
ferably to that they should make a deferred 
payment for the crane, and eventually they 
put forward in a letter certain terms, which 
were accepted and which formed the contract. 
‘** (1) The Anchor Company to take over the 
crane, coaling cradle, and carriage, and the 
electric cable serving the crane for a deferred 
purchase price of £4,000; (2) until the com- 
pletion of the purchase that company to pay 
for interest and depreciation at the rate of 
£350 per annum for the first two years after 
taking over; £450 per annum for the next 
two years, and £400 per annum thereafter; 
(3) of these sums a proportion amounting to 
£240 per annum, or 6 per cent. of the pur 
chase price, is to be regarded as depreciation, 
and the total of these annual payments for 
depreciation is to be deducted from the above 
mentioned amount of £4,000, in order to 
arrive at the balance actually to be paid 
on completion of the purchase whenever 
that may take place; (4) in the meantime you 
will have entire charge of, and re sibility 
for, the crane in every respect. e suggest 
that the payments be made quarterly, and 
that the date for your taking over the crane 
be fixed from er 5, 1951."" This was 
accepted by letter dated September 5, 1931. 

Between September, 1931, and March, 1935, 
regular quarterly payments had been made 
by the Anchor Line, the total of which 
amounted to £1,400. In April, 1935, the 
Anchor Line Company passed a resolution for 
winding up voluntarily, a petition was pre- 
sented to the Court for compulsory winding 
up of the company, and on May 13 a com- 
pulsory order was made thereon. On May 
11 the Official Receiver entered into a con- 
tract with a new company, Anchor Line 
(1935), to sell all the assets of the old com- 
pany to the new company, including in the 
assets all the movable plant, machinery, cranes 
of every description, and this agreement was 
afterwards sanctioned by the Court. This 
agreement included the crane, but the Ocean 
Company contended that under the contract 
as above set out the 24, ey Po the crane 
had not passed to the Anchor Line Company, 
and therefore was not included in the assets 
sold to the new company, and they took out 
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contract a

provides: “* Where there is a contract for

WELSH ROOFING SLATES (No. 680-1936). 
Tue blication of a specification fo: 
ng Slates is the outcome of th: 
work of a Committee of the British Stan 
dards Institution which has been engage: 
in the p tion of the specification for a 
considerable number of years. The ques 
tion of performance tests was the subject «' 
many investigations, and after a number «' 
tests had been tried it was finally decide: 
to limit the performance tests in the speci 
fication to a simple sulphuric acid imme: 
sion test, together with an absorption test. 
An attempt was also made to unify the 
different practices in various quarries by 
laying down a acries of standard sizes with 
a view to reducing, if possible, the number 
of sizes on the market. Efforts were also 
made to eliminate the use of the terms 
first, —e d and third, ring ~ these do not 
carry the same meaning in erent quarries. 
In “~ of these efforts, however, it was 
found that agreement could not be secured, 
as the local practice prevailing in quarries 
throughout the country demanded to a large 
extent the retention of their existing con- 
ditions.

STANDARD COOKER CONTROL UNITS 
(No. 438-1936). 

Supply authorities in particular will be 
interested in the recent issue of a revision 
of the British Standard Specification for 
Cooker Control Units. The specification 
applies to units suitable for the control of 
domestic electric cookers having a normal 
demand of approximately 30 amperes, such 
units consisting of a switch for controlling 
the current to the cooker, together with an 
auxiliary circuit for other apparatus. 

A number of variations from a rigid stan- 
dard must inevitably be required, and alter- 
native arrangements are therefore provided 
in the specification. It has been the aim of 
the Committee to reduce these alternatives 
to the smallest possible number, thus 
enabling users and manufacturers alike to 
reap the benefits of standardisation.
